circum stances 
which 
make our situation peculiar. 
It was 
a perception of this which your own 
thinkers and statesmen have seen as 
clearly as our own, which prompted 
'he announcement by President Mon­ 
roe of the great and beneficent policy 
that now bears his name. 
“ W hen the canal is opened and Hie 
ships of all countries of the world 
come sailing through

in the bank and saloon 
robberies. 
Squires 
stepped 
into

cell, 
which is located on the south side of 
the upper tloor of the jail. 
Davis was dead as though death 
had come without a struggle. 
The 
sweat was still upon 
his face and 
his body was still wrarm. 
Davis at one time was known by 
most of the residents of the district 
west of the river, 
where 
he 
was 
raised 
W hen a youth he was sent, 
to the state school at W hittier. 
He 
was in trouble many times. 
At one 
time at Anaheim he 
threatened 
a 
man with a knife, and when arrest­ 
ed escaped 
from 
Marshal Stedman, 
who fired two shots at Davis in tho 
hope of stopping him. 
When 22 years old. in 1901, Davis 
was sent to the 
penitentiary 
for 
stealing harness from 
O. W . Buell. 
It is thought that while there he be­ 
came acquainted with crim inals who 
afterward joined with 
him in rob­ 
bery 
Davis is now 
credited 
w-ith 
having a hand in the robbery of the 
State Bank of Newport 
about 1906, 
and the robbery of a saloon at Ana­ 
heim shortly 
afterward.

1907, 
Davis and two other ex-eonvicts were 
sent to San Quentin 
for 
a 
safe- 
breaking job in 
Colusa. 
On 
Davis 
was found 
a 
watch 
stolen 
at San 
Bernardino. 
Davis 
finished his sev­ 
en-year term ten 
weeks 
ago. 
He 
eontraeied 
tuberculosis 
in 
prison 
two years ago. 
He was in bad sbape 
when he arrived here a short time 
ago. 
W hile D avis is credited with hav­ 


ing taken part in the recent robbery 
of the 
New port 
Beach 
Bank, *in 
which $600 was taken, 
the officers 


never had any proof of it. 
Had he 
lived, they are certain 
they could 


have convicted him of the hold-up of 
the Anaheim saloon. 
Dyckman iden­ 


tified him positively as one of -the 
masked men who took 
$400 
from 


the place. Teddy 
Kuechel 
of Ana­ 


heim identified him as a man he raw 
talking to two o'her m^n the even­ 
ing of the robbery. 
In his 
posses­ 
sion was a watch belonging to W il­ 
liam Lake, stolen in the 
Dyckman 
robbery. 
Davis 
was urged 
to confess, 
but 
the officers say that they got little 
information from him.

Davis contended that the watch was 
given to him.
